The RCAF's 


Survival Training 
School has topped the salesman 
who sold refrigerators to the 
Eskimos. Three Eskimos have just 
returned from a week at the 
school's bush detachment at larvis 
Lake, near Hinton, Alta., where 
they observed RCAF students em,- 
ploying bush survival techniques 
They learned little, if anything, 
which will help other Eskimos live 
easier in the Arctic — but this 
wasn't the object. 

The Eskimos were taken to the 
Jarvis Lake bush detachment so 
that they could become familiar 
with the bush survival phase and 
be aware of the training their 


The three, Idlout, Kudloo and 
Jackoosie, are instructors at the 
school s Arctic detachment near 
Resolute Bay, Cornwallis Island, 
N.W.T., where they give survival 
training in such arts as snow- 
block cutting, Arctic shelter and 
igloo construction, and the tech¬ 
niques of living in the desolate 
Arctic regions. 

From January to May each year 
these Eskimos instruct at the Arc¬ 
tic detachment camp, aptly named 
'Crystal City'. Here they also

DRIFTING ICE ISLAND 

An RCAF Hercules has com¬ 
pleted a supply mission to two 
floating ice islands at the top of a|f 
the world. The ice islands. T-3 and ; 

Arlis-2, are 547 and 250 nautical 
miles from the North Pole. An 
American Dakota, which normally 
flies supplies to the islands, was 
stranded at T-3. Arlis2-2 (Arlis — 

Arctic Research Laboratory Ice 
Station), a drifting island in 24- 
hour darkness w.as down to a 
few days supply of heating and SI 
lighting fuel, and a request was m 
made to the RCAF for emegency 
assistance. 


The four-engine turboprop Her¬ 
cules of 435 Squadron, captained 
by Flight Lieutenant Hal Berk, 
of Sarnia and London, Ont., flew 
to Point Barrow, Alaska, 1850 
miles northwest of Edmonton, pick¬ 
ed its load and headed north¬ 
wards. 

At T-3 it unloaded gasoline and 
an engine for the grounded 
Dakota and continued northward 
to deliver forty drums of fuel oil 
to Arlis-2. 

Flight Lieutenant George Mon- 
ette, of Verdun, Que., was called 
upon to use his twenty years' ex¬ 
perience as a navigator to find 
the 1 J /2 by 2 V 2 -miile ice island 
located in the midst of the pack 
ice, 900 miles north of Point Bar- 


The aircraft landed on a short, 
poorly-surfaced landing strip on 
the 70-thick island of ice, deliver¬ 
ed the much-needed fuel, and re¬ 
turned to its base at RCAF Sta¬ 
tion Namao, ten miles north of 
Edmonton.

troops in the Congo are about 
even in the letter writing league 
with an average of 80 pounds of 
first class mail sent and received 
each month. But in the gift de¬ 
partment the soldiers are way out 
in front with a monthly average 
of 3,000 pounds of parcel post 
sent to Canada. Parcels for Onta¬ 
rio and the western provinces 
are sent to the customs office in 
Toronto for clearance. Those ad¬ 
dressed to Quebec and the mari- 
timjbs are sent to the Montreal 
customs office. 

Canadian newspapers also help 
to keep the spirits of the men 
away from home. About 1,500 
pounds of daily newspapers from 
the larger centres across Canada 
are received at the Canadian con¬ 
tingent every month. They are 
flown from Canada by RCAF 
cargo planes. The papers are 
about two weeks old when they 
arrive but still highly readable 
to the news hungry soldiers.

LEOPOLDVILLE, CONGO — In 
peace or war, the greatest booster 
to the morale of the troops is a 
regular supply of mail and the 
soldiers with the Canadian Con¬ 
tingent of the United Nations Force 
in the Congo are being well-serv¬ 
ed in this respect. 

Two members of the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Postal Corps handle the 
mail at this end of the route for 
the 300-strong 57th Canadian 
Signal Unit. The Canadian "post¬ 
master" in the Congo is Sgt. 
Clement Gauthier, of Ottawa and 
Hull, His assistant is Cpl. Jacques 
Corneillier, of Joliette, Que. 

The bulk of the Canadian con¬ 


tingent is based in the capital 
city of Leopoldville. About 80 
soldiers are stationed at six signal 
detachments in the interior of the 
republic. 

First-class mail is flown in and 
out of Leopoldville by commercial 
airlines three times a week and 
the service is- fast and reliable. 
For example, letters from Victoria, 
B.C. that make good connections 
are sometimes delivered in Leo¬ 
poldville within three days. Mail 
for members of the unit serving 
with the detachments is forward¬ 
ed by U.N. planes which make 
freguent trips to the interior.

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CANADIAN COOK-BOOK IN CONGO

HOME COOKIN’ 


LEOPOLDVILLE, (Special) — 
Thanks to an official Canadian 
Army document some Congolese 
cooks here know how to cook 
spaghetti. 

The document is the Royal Ca* 
nadian Army Service Corps' milit¬ 
ary cookbook and the cooks were 
instructed in it by Lieutenant 
Keith Murphy of Ottawa and 
Gananoque, the genial food ser¬ 
vices officer for the 300-man Cana¬ 
dian contingent with the Congo 
United Nations force. 

In a far-away posting like the 
Ccngo, morale is an important as¬ 
pect of the operation^ and Lieut¬ 
enant Murphy's job, along with 
his 13 Canadian and 15 Congol¬ 
ese cooks is to try to ensure a 
varied, interesting and balanced 
diet in a country where some 
foods are strange, some danger¬ 
ous and - others unpalatable by 
Western standards, 

"We've tried some exotic things 
like papaya." Lieutenant Murphy 
says, "But the boys just don't 
care for it. They want lots of meat 
and potatoes — they're plentiful 
here but extremely expensive." 

The United Nations ration scale 
— designed satisfy seme 17 dif¬ 
ferent national diets — leaves 
certain gaps, the officer explain¬ 


ed. He tries to fill these by spend¬ 
ing about $2,000 monthly on ex¬ 
tras, the money coming from can¬ 
teen profits. 

Training Congolese cooks in 
Canadian ways of cooking an 

sanitation has been a big chore, 
according to Lieutenant Murphy. 
"But its beginning to pay divid¬ 
ends." With the Canadian spread 
all over the Congo in seven dif¬ 
ferent and widely-separated loca¬ 
tions, some must rely solely on 
native cooks. 

The RCASC officer, whose fig¬ 
ure speaks well of his trade, has 
a shopping list as varied as the 
United Nations itself. Apples and 
oranges come from South Africa; 
potatoes confe from Portugal; 
meat is shipped from Argentina; 
Russia supplies salmon and from 
Canada comes tomato juice and 
pie fillings. 

Shopping in the local market 
is a "shattering experience". Lieut¬ 
enant Murphy and his assistant, 
Staff Sergeant Henri Chalifoux, of 
Quebec City, both agree. 

"You have to haggle, haggle 
and still haggle to make our 
money go as far as possible. In 
fact, if you didn't I'm sure they 
would think you were crazy," the 
officer said. 


Incidentally t h e Leopoldville 
vegetable and flower market 
divided into neat, tin - covered 
stalls under shady palms is a 
model of neatness and order by 
comparison with simjilar markets 
across Canada. Most of the in¬ 
gredients for Canadian , - style 
salads are purchased there. 

Weirdest condiment discovered 
has been the mouth-searing "pili- 
pili" sauce — made of something 
that looks like red peppers but 
burns like acid. Native rioters 
have used it in water to throw in 
their enemies' faces. 

What do Canadian soldiers 
miss most in the Congo? "Easy," 
said Murphy, "Fresh milk and 
ice-cream." 

When time for rotation to Cana¬ 
da comes around these two items, 
so com)mon at home, actually be 
come topics of conversation. 

Would Lieutenant Murphy re¬ 
commend a Congolese dish for 
Canadians? "By all means," he 
said. 

It is called "pork pili-pili" and 
was developed by Congolese 
cooks for European nationals in 
Leopoldville. It goes like this, put 
six good pork chops with lots of 
salt and pepper in a casserole 
and just cover with water. Simmer 
until all the juice from the meat 
has come out. Then put four large 
onions (sliced) onto the pork chops

along with one or two garlic buds. 
Add: one large glass of white 
wine, one can of tomato paste and 
six chopped pili-pili peppers. (A 
modest substitute available in Ca¬ 
nada are Louisianna hot peppers.) 
Simmer sauce and chops for about 
20 minutes and serve with a se¬ 
parate plate of Spanish rice. 

"That one," says Murphy_ "Is 
net in the Army cook-book — but

SUPPLYING 
THE ARCTIC 

In mid- December Christmas 
trees, mail and supplies packed 
at RCAF Station Namao, near 
Edmonton_ will be loaded into 
giant C-130B Hercules transport 
aircraft and llown to the Arctic. 
These Christmas bundles will be 
paradropped to isolated weather 
stations and RCMP posts on 
'Operation Santa Claus', a tradi¬ 
tional Christmas airlift carried 
out by 435 Squadron. 

This will be the last of six 
Arctic supply operations flown by 
the Namao - based squadron in 
1962, the most outstanding of 
which was 'Operation Boxtop 
Seven', the resupply of the 
weather station at Alert on Elles¬ 
mere Island. 

Operation Boxtop Seven, August 
6 - 21, established a record for 
RCAF airlifts which will be dif¬ 
ficult to surpass. Two C-130B 
Hercules transport aircraft flew 
113 round trips from Thule, Green¬ 
land to Alert, the far northern 
weather station, carrying 3,773,212 
pounds of fuel, oil and supplies. 
A flight was made every three 
hours for two weeks except for 
one twelve-hour period when the 
operation was postponed due to 
high winds at the United Statees 
Air Force base at Thule. 

Fifty-five RCAF personnel in¬ 
cluding four complete aircrews of 
No. 435 Squadron from Namao 
operated round-the-clock to move 
1,200,000 pounds of general 
cargo ( airlifted 2^4 million pounds 
of fuel and oil in drums to the 
dirt airstrip at Alert, the most 
northerly inhabited location in 
the world. Originally the six thou¬ 
sand drums of fuel and oil were 
not scheduled to be airlifted until 
spring 1963. 

Every one of the 113 flights 
was made with near-capacity 
loads of 35,000 pounds regardless 
of typs of cargo, and the previous 
record of 1,700,000 pounds was 
topped by more than two million 
pounds.

ELISABETHVILLE (Special) — 
Some 8,000 air miles from, 1 home, 
in the capital of Katanga provinoe 
in the Congo, 14 Canadian Army 
soldiers are waging a friendly 
feud that goes a long way in re¬ 
laxing tensions among soldiers 
serving with the United Nations 
force. 

The Canadian detachment of 
No. 57 Signals Unit which pro¬ 
vides vital communications for the 
UN force began a close and 
friendly relationship with the near¬ 
by battalion of Irish soldiers when 
the Irish decided one night to 
make off with the Canadian flag 
flying beside the blue and white 
flag of the UN. 

This pastime is popular with 
high-spirited soldiers everywhere 
and the Canadians promptly got 
it back the next day, and took an 
Irish flag for good measure. 

After several such exchanges, 
the Canadian signalmen decided 
to bring the matter to a head. The 
next morning every jeep and truck 


the Irish outfit owned had a large 
Maple Leaf firmly pasted to its 
side. Many of them have been 
left on. 

The Elisabethville detachment 
commander, Lt. lacgues Charle- 
bois of Quebec City, a young and 
enthusiastic officer of the Royal 
22e Regiment, speaks highly of 
the friendsrip Canadians have 
made with the Irish battalion. 
Almost daily Canadians are en¬ 
tertained at the Irish battalion, 
and Irish brogues are a dime a 
dozen around the Canadian mess. 

The Canadian troops have dub¬ 
bed the Irishmen the "Irelandis" 
in a vaguely native-sounding 
name. 

Life in Elisabethville with the 
United Nations is full of tensions 
and relaxation is a necessity. The 
group is thoroughly international 
and includes an Indian rifle brig¬ 
ade of the Rajputani Rifles, 5th 
Ghurka Rifles and 4th Madras 
Rifles.

Savings claims logically have 
a great appeal to most consum¬ 
ers and they are therefore com¬ 
monly used by legitimate business 
as a mpans of inducting trade 
and moving inventory. Prudent 
shoppers who know merchandise 
and prices often are able to ef¬ 
fect genuine savings by respond¬ 
ing to bona fide price reductions 
offered. "Unfortunately", Mr. 
Brown stated, "The Public's con¬ 
fidence in the integrity of pricing 
representations is taken advant¬ 
age of in a variety of deceptive 
ways, including the use of illusory 
savings claims by some catalog 
merchandisers". 

Thrifty consumers who seek 


area 

savings claims used by some so- 
called "Catalog-Houses". Accord¬ 
ing to the National Better Business 
Bureau with which your Edmont¬ 
on Bureau is affiliated, many of 
these claims are as phony as the 
proverbial Three Dollar Bill. 

Mr. Brown's warning was not 
directed at catalog selling per se 
since it is an old and respected 
form of merchandising. It was pin 
pointed instead at those catalog 
houses which misrepresent sav¬ 
ings through the use of inflated 
"regular" prices. Thus for exam¬ 
ple, an article offered for a "spe 
cial sale price of $2.24" is de¬ 
scribed as selling regularly for 
S9.95 and the difference of $7.71 
is represented as a "saving". 

The savings is wholly illusory 
in such offers Mr. Brown caution¬ 
ed because the alleged regular 
price is fictitious. In many cases 
it has been found that some cata¬ 
log merchandicers have represent¬ 
ed as their "Regular Ptice" of 
goods_ a price far in excess of 
the usual and customary price in 
the area and season in which the 
advertising is disseminated.

United Nations Week was from 
Oct. 21 to 27, but for soldiers of 
the Royal Canadian Dragoons 
serving with the United Nations 
Emergency Force in Egypt, every 
week is U.N. week. 

Working closely with troops 
from six other countries the 116 
men of the RCD reconnaissance 
squadron have a 24-hour a day 
U.N. assignement. 

Several times daily the great, 
yellow sandbanks — graceful 
sand dunes in picture postcards 
— that shimmer in the desert 
heat must me patrolled at irregul¬ 
ar intervals by four-man detach¬ 
ments rollercoastering in two 
v/hite jeep s. 

Their job: stop anyone from 
crossing the frontier between Egypt 
and Israel and creating an in¬ 
cident which might lead to overt 
conflict. 

And according to Lieut.-Gen. 
Prem Singh Gyani, the tall, husky 
Sikh who succeeded Canadian 
General E. 1. M. Bums as UNEF 
commander three and half years 
ago. the squadron is doing its job 
well. He says conditions in the 
Gaza Strip have been quiet for 
some time, but the presence of 
UNEF is still most essential. The 
Canadians, says General Gyani, 
are "alert, self-confident and cheer, 
ful." 

The Dragoons^ past the halfway 
point in their year's tour of duty, 
guard a northern sector of the 
Sinai Desert frontier for 25 miles 
between battalions from Brazil 
and Yugoslavia. 

Their reference points for radio 
reporting are red oil drums, one 
kilometer apart, each with the 
name of a community back home. 

"Two Bedouins with herd of 
goats near Smiths Falls," might 
crackle over the air during a rout¬ 
ine report. 

London is there, and Moncton, 
as well as Sherbrooke and Moose 


Jaw. The names come from all 
parts of the country and show the 
basic nostalgia that undelies this 
kind of overseas posting. The roll 
call: Granby, Burwash Moncton, 
Digby, Oakville, Kingston, Young's 
Corner. 

London, Moose Jaw, Long 
Branch, Swift Current^ Springhill, 
Bracebridge, Midland, Pembroke, 
Weyburn and Gander. 

Calgary, Meaford, Jasper, Corn- 
erbrook^ Quebec, Smiths Falls, 
Owen Sound, Chalk River, Wilkie, 
Sherbrooke, Fairbanks, Howley, 
Levis, Duncan^ Dawson Creek, 
Niagara Falls, New Hamburg, 
North Bay and Larder Lake. 

An estimated 8,000 Bedouins 
roam the desert in the Canadians' 
area. Over the years, in a way 
that seems charactarestic of the 
Canadian soldier in a foreign 
land, a friendly relationship ex¬ 
ists with the fiercely independent 
tribesmen. In exchange for fresh 
water — supplied on a daily

The patrols fan out from two 
main outposts, Fort Mann (for 
Maj.-Gen. Churchill C. Mann of 
Toronto) and Fort Landell (for 
Lieut.-Col. K. D. Landell a war¬ 
time commanding officer). Home 
base in Rafah is Fort Worthington, 
after Maj.-Gen. F. F. Worthington, 
honorary colonel commandant of 
the Royal Canadian Armoured 
Corps. 

For sheer bleakness and cus¬ 
sedness of weather, the Sinai 
chore can't be beaten. But in an 
area where contested ownership 
of a square foot of soil can be¬ 
come a war, the men of the Royal 
Canadian Dragoons — Soldiers of 
the United Nations — help keep 
the peace.

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The Regimental Museum 


One of the PPCLI Depot's prime 
functions is the custody and main¬ 
tenance of items of historical im¬ 
portance and sentimentay value 
to the Regiment. The Regimental 
Museum, which was formally 
opened by Maj. Gen. C. Vokes 
(ret.) at Currie Barracks, Calgary, 
Alberta in 1955, is now one of 
the finest and most complete Re- 
giMfsntal Muserms in Canada. 
The Museum moved to the Ham¬ 
ilton Gault Baracks with the Re¬ 
gimental Depot in 1956. 

Far from being restricted to 
items of Regimental interest alone, 
the Museum contains a very large 
collection of allied and foreign 
military weapons dating from the 
19th century to present; a collec¬ 
tion of Canadian and British Re¬ 


gimental badges, and many other 
items of general military interest. 

Of special interest to students 
of Canadian irfilitary history is a 
stand containing ten rifles used 
by Canadian troops in years gone 
by, including Lee Enfield cavalry 
carbines used in the Boer War. 

These weapons were on display 
in the office of Col. Ralston when 
he was Minister of National De¬ 
fence during the Second World 
War. They remained there during 
Mr. Brooke Claxton's tenure as 
Minister, after which, apparently 
unwanted, they were relegated to 
an outer office. Lieut.-Col. E. J. 
Williams, CD, PPCLI, observed the 
j collection in apparent disuse and 


received permission to ship them 
to the Museum. 

This is only one example of 
how our Museum continues to 
grow. Most of the items on display 
have been contributed by past 
and present members of the Re¬ 
giment, relatives of deceased 
members, members of other Regi¬ 
ments and by a great many priv¬ 
ate citiens.
